John F. Bridgman 
Now Missionary 
In Kobe, Japan

Mr. John F. Bridgman, former 
instructor in biology here, has be¬ 
gun his duties as a missionary in 
Kobe. Japan. Prior to his depart¬ 
ure from this country, Mr. Bridg¬ 
man spent a short indoctrination 
and preparatory period at Mon¬ 
treat, N. C. With his wife and son, 
he sailed for Japan about the first 
of September, arriving two weeks 
later. 

The Presbyterian Church is 
sponsoring his work, which con¬ 
sisting of teaching the Christian 
religion and science as well. 

Since he is a missionary, he has 
not found living conditions in Ja¬ 
pan greatly different from those 
in this country, Mr. Bridgman said 
in a recent letter to Prof. F. P. 
Bowers of the Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment. They are living in a seven 
room house. A missionary’s chil¬ 
dren do not attend Japanese 
schools, but the wife is responsi¬ 
ble for their education through 
high school. 

The Japanese don’t have large, 
all-4n-one shopping centers like 
department stores in this country; 
they have decentralized shops. For 
example, one wanting to buy a 
handbag finds it in a shop where 
nothing but handbags is sold. 

Over-population causes the ag¬ 
ricultural situation to be very 
cramped and severe, Mr. Bridg¬ 
man said. Farmers utilize the 
principle of intercropping, that is, 
planting a lying plant between the 
rows of upstanding plants, in or¬ 
der to achieve maximum produc¬ 
tion from the limited quantity of 
land.

As a result, it 
I is rather early to do much thinking about the major bowl 
games, but I would like to give you some of the prospects. 
So here we go, and any success I may have in filling the 
bowls is purely coincidental. 

The Rose Bowl 

In the Rose Bowl, which is the oldest of the traditional 
New Year’s Day games, it would appear that the Big Ten 
will be represented by either Ohio State or Michigan. Both 
are undefeated in the conference, with Ohio State 5-0 for 
the season and Michigan 4-1. Ohio State is first in one 
national poll and tied for second in the other. The winner 
here may not be decided until the two teams meet in their 
traditional final game of the regular season. 

UCLA is probably the best of the teams in the Pacific 
Coast, but is ineligible to play in this year’s Bowl since it 
appeared last year (and lost, by the way). Thus it would 
appear that Southern California (5-1) or Stanford (4-2) 
will be the local team. Stanford has already lost to UCLA 
by a mere 72-0 and USC has yet to play the Uclans. USC 
also meets Notre Dame and is a good prospect to lose this 
game also. So either team will enter the Bowl with a con¬ 
siderably tarnished record and the Big Ten team will be 
a heavy favorite. 

The Orange Bowl 

This is the second year that this Bowl has been com¬ 
mitted to two conferences, following the pattern set by 
the Rose Bowl. The participants in this game at Miami 
will be from the Big Seven and the Atlantic Coast Confer¬ 
ence. Last year it was Oklahoma vs. Maryland, but both 
are ineligible this year as a result. Oklahoma would have 
been back, but not Maryland which has already lost 2 and 
tied 1. It will probably be Duke for the Atlantic Coast 
and either Colorado or Missouri for the Big Seven. And in 
either case, it will be a team runnerup to Oklahoma in con¬ 
ference play. Of course Duke has also lost 1 and tied 1. 

The Cotton Bowl 

It may be that the host team in this bowl will be the 
year’s Cinderella squad, the Arkansas Razorbacks. Last 
year this game matched Rice and Alabama with Rice an 
easy 27-7 winner over the Southeastern Conference champ. 
This bowl is half tied up, with the host team always the 
Southwest Conference winner. As we say, it looks like 
Arkansas at the moment but we would not bet they’d be 
undefeated at the end of the season. If not Arkansas, it 
will probably be either Rice or Southern Methodist. The 
opposition will probably come from either the champ or 
runnerup of the Southeastern—and this could be one of 
four or five teams—Alabama, Florida, Mississippi, etc. 

The Sugar Bowl 

This is the second oldest of the bowls and last year saw 
Georgia Tech wallop West Virginia. The Engineers won’t 
be back this year, it appears certain, but one of the top 
Southeastern teams will undoubtedly be invited. The other 
may well be the Southwest Conference runnerup. An in¬ 
teresting possibility is that it just could match Ole Miss 
and Arkansas in a replay, that is if Arkansas stumbles 
and does not cop its crown. One top team was removed 
from consideration last week when Miami of Florida was 
placed on probation by the NCAA for a year and banned 
from any post-season games while the probation is in ef¬ 
fect. There is talk of making a bid for Army and West 
Virginia could come back, although last year’s drubbing 
will probably eliminate them in the end.
